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DESCRIPTION

This bill allows the governing body of any county, city, or village to designate any street, road,
or highway within the county, city, or village as a memorial road for any law enforcement officer
killed in the line of duty. The designating entity will be responsible for the cost, erection, and
maintenance of signs marking the road.
